five minutes past ten tonight a gener- 
al alarm rung out over Fort Wright 
and all the troops were called to arms. 
Search light No. 5 bad picked up the 
cruiser Brooklyn as she was speeding 
westward toward The Race. At first 
it was supposed that she was on her 
way to New York for repairs, but she 
ca«ie so close to the island 
that a 


warning shot was fired and TO the sur- 
prise of the officers she replied vig- 
orously. 


This action leads to the belief that 


the reported accident to the Brooklyn 
has been exaggerated by the naval 
officials for the puipose oi throwing 
the defenders off their guard.

This is no easy point to prove, and 


yet it is susceptible of dciaonstraiio::

First, good loads help the farmers by 
bringing- tlu-ir products and homos iu 
closer touch with the markets. The 
man who has farm produce to sell and 
can market It whou prices are highest 
will realize greater prolit than if he 
has to Soil the j^oods when the mar- i 
kots are glutted. In the late summer 
aud fall of the year the country roads 
are probably in their best condition. 
'Nearly every farmer can get his prod- 
ucts to market without difficulty. The 
result Is that prices for all farm crops 
are lowest then, and the glut is some- 
times so great that there are no profits. 
The speculator realizes this, aud he 
steps In and purchases farm products 
by the quantity and stores them until 
prices rise later on, when the country 
roads become impassable. The rush to

'get produce to the cities before stormy 
weather makes muds impassable is so 
universal that storage warehouses can- 
,uot bold all the surplus goods. It Is 


i easily demonstrated that the lack of 
good roads is thus causing our farmers 
great loss. 


To turn to another class of country 


residents, suburban life is Increasing. 
It is spreading more and more in the 
better parts of the country, but it wllJ 
be noticed that the trolley lines deter- 
mine largely the direction of the move- 
ment. People naturally prefer subur- 
ban life to city life for nt least eight 
months in thu year, but they do not 
enjoy isolated country existence, where 
they are shut off from neighbors and 
communication %vith the city or town 
for weeks and months at a time. That 
Is against our American Idea of socia- 
bilit}-, and a few who arc imprisoned 
in this way are anxious to sell and 
move a\vuy. It is impossible to sell 
farms and country residences which 
'are neither on an electric railway road 
nor a good country highway. The well 
kept home located on either has a mar- 
ket value which another shut off from 
euch a connecting link with the rest of 
'the world does not possess. 


The electric line has demonstrated 


more than anything else the actual 
•value of ready communication between 
the city and country. It has developed 
the possibility of the country as an 
abode during most of the year. It has 
Indirectly demonstrated also that good 
highways can produce visible assets 
in country property as nothing else can 
do. Back from the lines of the trolleys 
are homes which have been laid out 
with care and expense. 
"With their 


erection '•-.js come greater co-operation 
for better roads connecting at least 
with the street railroads and business 
portion of the towns. 
The owners of 


these places have realized the value of 
being in ready communication with the 
rest of the world, 
A good highway 


will thus increase the value of a coun- 
try place from 10 to 20 per cent or 
more. This rise is permanent and be- 
comes an asset to be realized upon. 
Houses thus located nre in demand. 


Hint*. 


A hard surface well rounded so that 


tho water will run off quickly is the 
secret of a good road, says the New 
York Tribune. Attention after a road 
Is once permanently built is imperative, 
so that the washed out places nnd de- 
pressions where water stands may bo 
repaired. A little timely work will 
keep n rond in good shape. 


Great loss has often been occasioned 


through temporary and unskillful fix- 
ing of roads and the. erection of flimsy 
nnd insufficient culverts and bridges. 
It Is poor economy to erect nnytliing 
but permanent structures, built to last 
and stand the severest tests. 


Rnrned gumbo Is n very serviceable 


material for uso on country roads. It 
Is not as durable as crushed stone, but 
Is superior to dirt. 


Every ono who wants a good rond 


ought to want It bnrt enough to help It. 
It mnkes no difference whnt n person 
docs, whether ho is n morchnnt, pro- 


j fpsHioim], farmer or nu'chnnle, b« Is 


i benefited by good ronda. 


ERRORS IN ROADMAKING. 


Time and Moucy Saved by Kmploy- 


Vast waste of time, energy and mon- 


ey have been caused by errors In road- 
inaking. In many cases the loss re- 
sults from running roads straight over 
hill and through dale, with little re- 
gard for steep grades or for soft 
ground; In others, from making umiei- 
essary or badly placed detours; in yet 
other instances, from following lines 
far from materials tit for road pur- 
poses. 


On a single trip of one team the 


waste may not equal the cost of n per- 
ceptible improvement In the way, but 
that waste, multiplied by the number 
of trips that team will make and the 
product multiplied by The whole num- 
ber of teams which will use the road, 
will give a surprisingly large aggre- 
gate, says Good Roads Magazine. In 
many eases it will equal the cost of 
relocating, regrading or rebuilding the I 
whole of the defective highway. 


Maurice O. Eldridge says truly, "The 


right course Is to call in the engineer 
and throw the road around the end or 
along the side of the steep hills In- 
stead of continuing to go over them ot- 
to pull the road up to dry, solid ground 
instead of splashing through mud and 
water of creek and swamp." 


Call in the engineer. Thus old errors 


may be avoided or corrected without 
risk of making new and costly mis- 
takes. The capable civil engineer is 
well Avorthy of his hire.

or "hoboes," found in Buffalo's streets. 
The tramps have learned of the work 
and are giving Buffalo a wide berth. 
In consequence mobt of the prisoners 
are actual residents of Buffalo. Be- 
cause of this the supervisors required 
that the men should not be forced to 
work in prison garb. Each prisoner is 
attired in bme overalls and a jumper, 
so that a casual observer is not aware 
that prisoners and not free men are 
breaking the stone.

STEEL ROADS. 


THE MILLENNIUM OF ROADS 


When \Ve Will Have Good IIii;hTrnyii 


in This Country. 


A period when roadumkers will have 


reached the heavenly state, says the 
commissioner of public roads of N en- 
Jersey, will be when crushers furnish 
the stone in uniform sine, when con- 
tractors will learn to use the proper 
material,

shale and stiff clay for binder me 
shunned as the righteous shun evil 
ways, when only coarse sand, ferrugi- 
nous gravel, molding sand and stone 
screenings combined with stone are al- 
lowed to enter the composition of the 
roadbed.

\Vhen freeholders will appoint n su- 


pervisor for each county, whose whole 
time by constant inspection shall l>e 
devoted to watching every break in or- 
der to remedy it as sunn as it occurs 
and not wait until a more convenient 
season when personal business is dis- 
posed of. 


Kopnlrw by Road 


The traveled way should never be re- 


paired by the use of plows or scoops. 
The plow breaks up the compact sur- 
face which age aud tratlic has made 
tolerable. Earth rouds can be rapidly 
repaired by a judicious use of rond 
machines and road rollers. The road 
machine places the material where It 
is most needed, and the roller com- 
pacts and keeps it there. 
The labor 


saving machinery now mnnufacturod 
for roiidbuilding is Just as effectUK} 
nnd necessary as the modern mower, 
self binder and thrasher. 
Uoad grad- 


ers and rollers arc the modern inven- 
tions necessary to permanent and eco- 
nomical construct inn. 
Two men with 


two teams can build more road in one 
day with a grader and roller than fifty 
men can with picks and shovels and 
do it more uniformly and more thor- 
oughly.

This Form of Hiiilitvay to Bo Tested 


In Xetv "Vorlc. 


Steel roads, which have been a sub- 


ject for much discussion among read 
users for some months past, soon will 
be iin accomplished fact, the initiative 
to be taken in Xe\v York at the in- 
stance of 
the Automobile Club of 


America. 
The steel roads committee 


of the club is making rapid progress in 
its work, which is due in a large meas- 
ure to the liberality of the United 
Slates Steel corporation and the hearty 
co-operation of the city authorities, 
who are equally anxious to give the 
scheme a thorough demonstration. 


The form of higluvay to be tested 


has its origin In the steel rond at Va- 
lencia, Spain, which has proved for ten 
years economical, almost indestructi- 
ble and In every way practicable. 
It 


consists of parallel grooved tracks of 
sheet steel, in which the wheels of ve- 
hicles may run on either side. 
An 


English engineer who recently inspect- 
ed the street road at Valencia, which 
has been in use for ten years, reports 
in the highest praise of it in every par- 
ticular. 
The track plates for the ro;ul 


in >»ew York will be twelve inches 
wide nnd will be laid on a specially 
prepared foundation of broken stone. 


In connection with the subject of 


steel roads and other roads in general 
it is pointed out that automobile trucks 
In general transportation, no matter 
lunv heavy they may be, are certain 
to Improve ro:id.s if they are fitted 
with wide tiren, following the exam- 
ples of a Xew England concern, which 
is building trucks of ten tons, with 
twelve inch steel tires. These trucks 
nut only run easier than narrow tired 
vehicles, but the wheels serve the pur- 
pose of a road roller. 


Narrow Tlren Destructive. 


Next to water nothing is so destruc- 


tive of u good rotid surface as a heavy 
vehicle running on narrow wheels. It 
has been proved over aud over again 
that wheels with four and n half Inch 
tires cause only one-half the wear on a 
road that results from the use of 
wheels with two nnd n half Inch tires. 
It used to be the rule in England to 
make tho tire an inch wide for every 
500 pounds of load or vehicle—that K 
if the vehicle nnd load weighed two 
tons'four inch tires would be used, but 
it was not found profitable to Increase 
the width much beyond four and a half 
inches except in cases where wagons 
were u&ed without springs, when they 
were sometimes made ns wide as six 
inches.
